Farm ers face the loss of thousands 
of dollars worth of stored wheat un­ 
less

take prompt 
steps 
to 
protect 
it 
rats. 
Farm ers 
should rat-prcof bins, use poison 
bait, and K eep surrounding clean. 
Half-inch hardw are cloth or gal­ 
vanized metal should be used to 
close all holes more than a half inch 
wide to keep rats and other rodents 
out of bins. 
To stop rats fkom climbing outside 
walls, 
nail 
strips 
of 
galvanized 
m etal along sides of the bin about 
40 inches from the ground. The 
sheet metal should be bent out at 
the top 
Cine* rats can Jump only 
about 3 feet, they can not get above 
the metal. 
Galvanized m etal nailed along the 
lower part of door wa vs prevents rats 
from gnawing around the doors. 
H ardware lo th clops rodents from 
entering bins through air ducts in 
forced sir tim ing systems. 
El urr na ting trash destroys hiding 
places for rodents. 
They like to 
work under cover and won’t stay 
where they can t find shelter. 
Poison bait stations also aid in 
the battle. 
W arfarin or pival for 
the poison is recommended. 
Can f blain GAM Coverage 
Landowners who are 60 years or 
over should move into a self-employ- 
mem position in 1955 if they wish to 
qualify lor coverage and maximum 
benefits under the Federal Old-Age 
and Survivor’s Insurance by the 
time they are 65-year-old. 
To come Into the federal program, 
an operator m ust be self-employed. 
A landowner who leases his farm 
and equipm ent for cash or shares of 
the crops and livestock 
without 
keeping control of the farm and its 
operation receives investments! in­ 
come 
Rentals and investm ent in­ 
come are not counted as self-em ­ 
ployment Income. 
How’ever, landowners can change 
to one of several forms of direct 
operation 
and 
probably 
qualify. 
One way to change investm ent In­ 
come to self-employment income is 
to hire a m anager or worker to op­ 
erate the farm under the landown­ 
ers supervision 
Thus, the m an­ 
ager's pay Is considered as wages 
while tho bicorne to the landowner 
counts as self-employment. 
Another way is to set up a p a rt­ 
nership. Generally, when the deci­ 
sions, expenses, gross receipts and 
liabilities are shared Jointly by a 
landowner and one or more individ­ 
uals. the Income would be considered 
as self-employment. 
There is no simple formula which 
will se r e as a guide for all possible 
a rra n t ,*ments. 
In borderline cases, a final deci­ 
sion can only be made by the Social 
Security office or the Internal Rev­ 
enue Bureau. 
Therefore, 
persons 
wdio 
have 
doubts aoout their eligibility should 
check tneir plans with the local So­ 
cial Security office or Internal Rev- j 
enue Bureau office. 
This will pre­ 
vent a disappointm ent a year from 
now when it’s time to declare self- 
employment income and pay the tax.

weakened and may be winter in­ 
jured.

your production will go downhill. 
HereA what you ought to do to 
prevent 
spread

anthracnose 
among your raspberries . . . remem­ 
bering th at it can hit red raspberries 
as well as black ones. Remove the 
old canes and dost roc thpm just as 
fast as possible after harvest. 
Speed 
is im portant, here. 
After removing all the old canes, 
you should spray the new canes to 
prevent the spread of the disease to 
new growth. You can use as a 
chemical, either ferbam or captan I 
But remember th a t these are potent j 
chemicals, and should be used ex­ 
actly according to instructions. A ' 
raspberry spray schedule is available 
in the extension office.
